ALSO CHECKEO ON CENTER 


A Great 
Battle is in Progress 


Near Verdun. 


London, Sept. 5 —The advance of 
the German right wing 
has 
been 
checked and the Germans have been 
obliged to retire on St. Quentin, about 
eighty miles northeast of Paris, ac­ 
cording to dispatches received from 
Antwerp and Ostend. 
Tile c o re sp o n d en t at 
Antwerp of 
the R euter Telegram company says 
the G erm ans have been held In check 
tor the last two days by the left wing 
of the allies, and adds: 
“ A big force of German cavalry that 
was advancing on Complegne, forty­ 
five miles northest of Paris, was vigor­ 
ously repulsed and forced to abandon 
several pieces of artillery. It appears 
tiiat the attem pt to envelop the allies’ 
left wing was frustrated.” 
Telegraphing from Rome, the corres­ 
pondent of the Exchange Telegraph 
company says that a m essage receiv­ 
ed there from Basel, Switzerland, de 
d a r e s that an unconfirmed report has 
come into Basel from Berne to the ef­ 
fect 
that 
General lie u te n a n t von 
Detailing and the German forces un­ 
der 
his 
command (on the German 
left) have crossed into Sw itzerland to 
Prevent their capture by the W ench. 
; In a flltfpatoh from Rouen, France. 
a correspondent of the Chronicle says 
he has learned that the W ench au­ 
thorities in Paris are considering the 
surrender of the city to the Germans 
in order to avoid the destruction of 
proptrty from artillery fire. This will 
only be done, the correspondent de­ 
clares, in case the outer line of the 
defenses of Paris are passed by the 
Invaders. 
British, W ench and Belgian wound­ 
ed are being transferred from Paris 
to other cities, and the great exodus 
of the populace of the W ench capital 
to the south continue*. 
The correspondent of the Tim es at 
Dieppe under T hursday’s date indi- 
. ates that the Germ ans were Bien 
toaaithaa twenty-five miles from Paris. 
He says: 
“ All day the head of the wedge that 
now forms the German right was furi­ 
ously forcing its way to Paris, b atter­ 
ing the reur of the retreating French 
through (’rein, Sends and Crepy-En- 
Valois. The cannonading broke win­ 
dows In Chantilly, which Is only seven­ 
teen miles north of Paris. The Ger­ 
m ans are also near Buisson*.” 
Another dispatch to the Times from 
Beauvais, forty 
miles northw est of 
Paris, sa>s that the Germ ans entered 
Clermont, thirty-five miles from Paris, 
W ednesday morning. At the game time 
their cavalry was operating around 
Beauvais. 
The fortified town of Mezieres on 
ti e French center is reoprted to have 
fallen to the arm ies of Crown Prince 
Frederick William aud Grand Duke 
Albrecht. 
Telegraphing from Copenhagen the 
c o re sp o n d e n t of the Central New's 
says that Berlin 
new spapers which 
have been received there describe the 
battle which was proceeding W ednes 
day between Kheims aud Verdun as 
the greatest battle in history. Three 
quarters of a million of men were de 
d a re d to be participating In tile en ­ 
gagement. 
This is the first word in the last 
week of im portant fighting on the 
German center. 


French Announce Check to German*. 
Paris, Sept. 5.- Au official communi­ 
cation, issued by the military govern­ 
ment of Paris, says:

Needed Which Will Yield Certain 


and Constant Flow. 


W ashington, Sept. 5. — President 
W ilson personally addressed congress 
in joint session, urging legislation to 
raise 
$ I un,POO,OOO a year additional 
revenue by internal taxes to meet a 
treasury deficit threatened by the con­ 
flict in Europe. 
Mr. Wilson told congress that in this 
recom m endation he discharged a duty 
which he wished with all his heart he 
m ight have been spared, but which he 
performed w ithout hesitation or apol­ 
ogy, because of the danger in the p res­ 
ent circum stances in creating a "m o­ 
m en t’s doubt as to the .strength and 
sufficiency of the treasury of the U nit­ 
ed S tates.” 
While the treasury, he said, could 
get along for a considerable period, 
he pointed out the peril to business 
interests of the governm ent’s with 
draw ing from the national banks ap 
proxim ately $75,000,000 of the treasury 
balance deposited there. 
The president advised against th* 
governm ent borrowing money or sell 
Ing bond*, which would m ake a "most 
untim ely 
and 
unjustifiable demand 
upon the money m arket,” and appeal 
ed to the “intelligent and profoundly 
patriotic public” to bear the burden of 
a special tax to meet the unforeseen 
em ergency. 
As to the proposed taxation, Mr 
Wilson** only suggestion was that it 
should lied returns at once and con 
tinuoutly. 
Congress listened attentively to the 
address, and Immediately upon its con 
elusion legislative m achinery was set 
in motion to carry its recom m enda 
tions into effect. 
C hairm an Underwood called a meet 
Ing of the ways and means committee 
to perfect an internal revenue incas 
urn tentatively drafted in preliminary 
conference*. A bill will be Introduced 
as sdon as possible. 
The leaders are anxious to avoid the 
appearance of undue haste, hut they 
realize that the taxes to I** imposed 
will be largely local and prolonged de 
bate might lead to complications. The 
leaders, for this 
reason, will exert 
every effort to prevent am endm ents tc 
tho bill, once It is before the house 
for consideration. 
The tax to be levied, it has been de 
te rm in a l, will he strictly Internal. Ne 
effort will be made at this time to add 
to the tax on Incomes, as it is a part 
of the general plan to utilize tho in 
come tax machine ry In a great perma 
nent scheme of taxation which will 
n* xt year supplant the emergency tax 
It is likely th a t both th eater and 
base ball tickets will be forced to lw*ui 
a portion of the war tax burden, *n<3 
it is practically certain that beer alar 
will be heavily taxed, possibly at the 
rate of $1 additional a barrel. It Is not 
proposed to tax either coffee or tea. 
A suggestion that part of the $ino,

should be obtained through a IO pei 
cent tax on railway tickets wa* op 
posed. Some of the railway men aug 
gested that a better plan would be tc 
require a tw o c e n t stam p tax on a1!

arranged for 
their appearance in court. No nation 
ally known concerns wore indicfed. 
The Indictment charges that they 
have been fixing prices every day on 
food stuffs by “ballots” or “Rugger, 
tions" or verbal agreem ents, and that 
the fixed prices have been circulated 
by printed circular*.

MANGE IN HOGS. 


Hogs are subject to a variety of skin 
diseases. Two of these, although quite 
different, are both known aa mange.
